1. These rules may he called the Export of Mica (Inspection) Third Amend¬

2. In the Export of Mica (Inspection) Rules, 1904. 

(1) sub-rule (2) of rule 3 shall be deleted; 

(11) In rules 4, 6 and 6, for the words "Mica Export Promotion Council", 
the words "Export Inspection Agency, Calcutta, Madras, Bombay 
or Cochin, as the case may be”, and for the word "Council”, the 
word "Agency” shall be substituted. 

3. Where Immediately before the commencement of the Export of Mica 

(Inspection) Tnird Amendment Rules, I960, the Mica Export Pro¬ 
motion Council having commenced its Inspection of any notified 
commodity under the Export of Mica (Inspection 1 Rules, 1964 hut 
has not completed the same, the Export Inspection Agency, Calcutta, 
Madras, Bombay or Cochin, as the case may be, shall cmduct such 
Inspection afresh and issue the certificates in such cases as that 
Agency deems fit. 

4 This notification shall come into force on the 1st April, 1966.
